The  Selectmen  held  24  meetings,  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays 
of  each  month,  beginning  at  7:00  P.M.  These  meetings  were,  as  always 
ooen  to  the  public.  The  Selectmen  encourage  all  interested  parties 
to  attend  their  meetings. 


The  Town  received  a  deed  for  20  acres  of  land  which  was  negot¬ 
iated  with  the  Airport  Industrial  Park  contract.  This  20  acres  of 
land  is  to  be  used  for  recreation  area  for  the  Town  of  Clarendon. 

The  Rutland  Industrial  Development  Corporation  also  deeded  the  Town 
of  Clarendon  an  additional  2.2  acres  plus  or  minus,  which  adjoins 
the  Towns  20  acres. 

The  Highway  department  engaged  in  a  ditch  project  on  the  Depot 
Hill  Rd.,  T.H.  4,  to  drain  excess  water  from  the  Church  of  the  Latter 
Day  Saints  new  church  at  the  top  of  the  hill.  The  project  was  parti¬ 
ally  paid  for  by  the  Church  with  the  balance  funded  by  the  Town. 
Approximately  one  mile  of  T.H.  3,  from  Creek  Road  up  Walker  Mountain 
was  paved  this  past  year. 

AS  in  YEARS  PAST  THE  NON-PAY? TENT  OF  PROPERTY  TAXES  is  the 
LARGEST,  SINGLE  factor  affecting  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  feel  that  the  Town  of  Clarendon  is 
growing  every  year.

•  In  October  1983  the  Clarendon  Volunteer  Fire  Department  celebrated  its 
20th  Anniversary.  Looking  back  we  find  that  many  so-called  impossibilities 
and  many  dreams  have  been  fulfilled,  and  a  much  brighter  future  to  look  for¬ 
ward  to  than  in  1963,  when  we  struggled  to  get  $600.00  to  purchase  our  first 

*  truck.  It  is  because  of  a  great  deal  of  effort  and  sacrifices  by  many  of  our 
men,  women  and  their  families  that  we  have  so  proudly  been  able  to  reach  and 
stand  on  the  plateau  we  are  on  today. 

During  1983  we  purchased  4  new  Air  Packs,  repainted  our  Mack  Pumper, 
purchased  500  feet  of  1%  inch  hose,  purchased  and  installed  two  electric  door 
openers  in  our  North  Clarendon  Station,  updated  our  electrical  wiring  in  the 
North  Clarendon  Station  and  paved  the  entrance  to  the  Chippenhood  Station.

The  Rutland  Regional  Commission  traditionally  uses  this  space  to  tell 
you  what  we  have  done  during  the  past  year.  This  year,  though,  it  is  as 
important  to  let  you  know  how  your  contribution  will  be  used  during  the 
next  year. 

The  Regional  Commission's  agenda  for  next  year  is  to  insure  that  your

Regional  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  corporation,  has  been 
serving  the  35,000  people  in  the  eleven  member  towns  for  the  past  six 
months,  24  hours  a  day,  both  on  an  emergency  and  non-emergency  basis.

Each  town  is  equal  in  their  representation  to 
the  R.A.S.  board  of  directors  and  each  person  is  served  equally  regard¬ 
less  of  their  ability  to  pay.

Recreation  Committee  Report 


On  December  1991  the  Selectmen  of  Clararendon  designated  the 
Recreation  Committee  the  responsibility  of  filing  a  preliminary 
aoplication  with  the  State  of  Vermont  concerning  the  recreational 
use  of  the  Town  Land's  near  the  Airport-.  This  preliminary  applicat¬ 
ion  pursued  Federal  and  State  funds  under  the  Land  and  Water  Con¬ 
servation  Fund. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  project. is  $103,000.00  which 
will  pay  for  two  regulation  ball-fields;  a  soccer  field;  picnic  area; 
comfort  station;  water  well;  playground,  engineering  costs  and 
parking  area.  The  cost  breakdown  is  as  follows;  where  50%  of  the 
cost  is  paid  by  the  Federal  LCWF  at  $51,500.00;  the  state  pay  25% 
of  the  cost  at  $25,700.00  and  25%  to  the  Town  at  $25,700.  The 
Recreation  Committee  hopes  to  raise  the  local  share  by  donation  of 
equipment  and  labor  with  the  balance  raised  by  taxation  and  or 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds. 

The  action  to  be  taken  is  to  develop  the  land  on  the  west^side 
of  Old  Rte  7 -A,  adjecent  to  the  Rutland  State  Airport.  This  parcel 
of  land  is  designated  to  accomplish  the  goal  and  needs  to  the 
Town  of  Clarendon;  to  supply  a  recreation  area;  to  provide  a  program 
of  recreation  and  facilities  for  year-round  activities  involving  all 
the  Clarendon  residents. 

The  results  of  benefits  expected  are  to  provide  an  equal  opport¬ 
unity  in  recreation  for  the  residents  of  Clarendon;  to  encourage 
community  involvement;  to  unify  the  community;  and  to  provide  a  well- 
rounded,  co-ordinated  and  complete  recreational  program.  This  facility 
will  be  used  by  the  Town  to  provide  it  with  the  needed  areas  for  var¬ 
ious  recreation  sports  in  the  community. 

In  developing  this  facility,  we  the  Clarendon  Recreation  Committee 
hope  to  utilize  the  talents  of  local  contractors  and  small  industries 
in^  the  town,  in  hopes  that  they  will  donate  materials  and  labor  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  town  for  this  project.

State  aid  to  education  is  partually  based  on  the  Grand  List  of  a  town  or 
city.  A  Newly  passed  law,  by  the  Legislature,  requires  a  Towns  appraisal  of 
all  Taxable,  Real  and  Personal  property  be  appraised  at  100%.  If  a  towns 
Grand  List  is  below  80%,  that  town  will  be  penalized  in  the  amount  of  State 
Aid  received.  The  Town  of  Clarendon,  was  in  a  position,  in  1984  of  losing 
some  State  Aid,  unless  we  reappraised  or  updated  the  Grand  List,  or  were  in 
the  process  of  bringing  our  appraisals  up  to  Fair  Market  Value. 

In  1982  the  Board  of  Listers  started  an  updating  of  all  properties  in 
the  Town  of  Clarendon,  the  project  was  completed  in  1983. 

Updating  seemed  to  be  least  expensive  way  to  accomplish  the  task  of  not 
being  penalized  on  our  State  Aid. 

The  Grand  List  for  1984  will  increase  over  one  million  dollars.  The 
big  increase  will  come  from  the  completion  of  the  new  VELCO  power  line  run¬ 
ning  thru  the  town.

This  year  we  plan  to  serve  over  1000  meals  to  senior  citizens  in 
Clarendon.  This  number  includes  delivery  of  five  meals  a  week  to  the 
homebound  elderly. 

Other  services  include  transportation  for  essential  needs  and 
preventive  health  clinics  offered  monthly  at  the  mealsite.  Advocate 
assistance  was  given  to  39  older  residents  of  Clarendon  who  needed  help 
with  forms,  information  about  available  programs  or  intervention  with 
service  providers  when  problems  occurred.  This  agency  provides  funding 
for  the  Legal  Service  Attorney  for  the  Elderly  and  employs  a  Long  Term 
Care  Ombudsman.  The  latter  assists  persons  with  information  about  nursing 
and  community  care  homes  and  acts  as  an  advocate  for  residents  in  these 
facilities  when  problems  occur.

III  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


A .  Enrollment : 

The  elementary  school  enrollment  for  the  present  school 
year  (1983-84)  is  289  students,  an  increase  of  14  students 
over  last  year.  This  increase  is  the  result  of  additional 
students  at  several  grade  levels,  including  several  new  tuition 
students  at  grade  5.  We  are  projecting  that  the  enrollment  for 
1984-85  will  be  approximately  the  same  as  this  year.  The  number 
of  Clarendon  students  attending  Mill  River  has  increased  slightly 
over  last  year  and  we  are  projecting  that  this  growth  will  continue 
at  about  the  same  rate. 

B .  Personnel : 

There  has  been  one  addition  to  the  Clarendon  Elementary 
school  teaching  staff,  Louise  Kenney  is  teaching  with  Joan  Lind 
at  the  fourth  grade  level.  In  our  resource  room  we  have  a  new 
aide,  Patti  Swinyer,  who  is  assisting  Lorraine  Laviana  .  There 
have  also  been  some  changes  in  assignments.  Diane  Chartrand  and 
Theresa  Jakubowski  have  both  moved  from  teacher  aide  positions 
to  become  supplemental  reading  teachers. 


C .  Curriculum: 

We  have  just  completed  the  first  year  with  our  new  kindergarten 
program  and  we  are  pleased  with  the  impact  that  it  is  having  on  our 
youngsters.  It  is  providing  an  excellent  opportunity  in  helping 
them  make  a  smooth  transition  from  the  home  environment  to  the 
school  program.  In  other  areas  of  the  curriculum  we  are  making 
improvements.  We  have  reorganized  the  reading  program  in  grades 
1  &  2  to  provide  more  direct  reading  instruction  to  all  students. 
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C.  Curriculum  (Continued) 

At  most  grade  levels  teachers  are  beginning  to  use  the  techniques 
of  the  "Vermont  Writing  Project"  to  teach  writing  skills  to  their 
students.  District  administrators  have  been  working  to  develop 
a  new  program  for  the  supervision  of  classroom  instruction. 

When  fully  developed  and  implemented  this  program  will  help  all 
teachers  to  focus  on  those  elements  of  teaching  which  produce  the 
greatest  results  in  student  performance. 

D .  School  Building 

We  are  planning  to  do  some  painting  and  other  needed  repairs 
to  the  elementary  school  building  during  the  up-coming  summer. 

We  have  included  a  $3,000.00  item  in  the  budget  for  this  work 
and  will  be  transfering  money  from  the  building  sinking  fund  to 
cover  these  expenses. 

E .  Budget  Analysis 

There  is  a  complete  outline  of  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
1984-85  school  year  included  in  the  enclosed  financial  statements. 
This  proposed  budget  has  total  elementary  school  expenditures 
of  $623,756.00  including  the  proposed  $5,000.00  for  the  building 
maintenance  sinking  fund.  The  major  increases  are: 


New  Teacher  (Salary  &  Benefits)  $20,600 

Salary  &  Benefits  26,000 

Building  &  Transportation  7,900 

Other  8,400 

TOTAL  $62,900 


F .  State  Aid 

For  the  1984-85  school  year  we  have  projected  an  increase 
in  state  aid  of  $60,000  based  upon  level  funding  of  the  formula 
by  the  state  legislature.  If  the  legislature  should  appropriate 
significantly  more  money  then  it  is  possible  that  Clarendon 
would  get  an  additional  increase. 


G .  School  Taxes 

Listed  below  is  a  table  showing  the  school  taxes  over  the 
last  several  years.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  large  fluctuation 

from  year  to  year  is  the  differences  in  the  carryover  of  unexpended 

funds  at  the  end  of  each  year.  A  large  carryover  like  we  had 

at  the  end  of  1982-83  is  helpful  except  that  when  you  don't 

have  it  the  next  year  you  must  make  up  the  difference  in  tax 
dollars .
